S. is toe event requests tor information on covert or clandestine 
activities reach toe Agency through other toon normal co mmu nications 
channels, clearances will be obtained from toe DD/P prior to taking 
action, and too channels established ia paragraph Z above will be ased 
tor sub s eque n t transmittals.

SUBJECT: Release of Information on CIA Covert or Clandestine 
Activities 


1. Zt is the policy of the Agency to restrict to the greatest poa- 
sible degree the release of any information on any covert or clandestine 
activities, to place as little of this information as possible in memo- 
randa prepared for issuance outside the Agency, and to insure that 

any information r^eased is strictly for the use of the heads of other 
departments and agencies, or those officers of other agencies with a 
distinct need to know\ 

2. To insure that this policy is rigidly adhered to, the following 
channels will be used for release of this information: 

a. Any information on covert or clandestine activities 

requested by the White House will be channeled through the Special 
Croup, for the direct delivery by the DCI or DDCI or their personally 
designated representative. \ 

b. Any information for the President's Foreign Intelligence 
Advisory Board will be channeled through the Office of the Executive 
Director. 


c. Any information for the Congress will be channeled through 
the General Counsel. 

S. In the event of any requests for information on covert or 
clandestine activities that do not reach the Agency through normal 
channels, clearances will be obtained from either $he JDD/P or the 
Executive Director.
